ronage and good will were left for a 
small consideration. 


The News-Democrat was first issued 


March 4th, with a nourish of trumpets 
It had no capital, no material and no 
home. It sought company in the quar- 
ters of an 'office owned and controlled 
by Republicans and the principle kept 
in view appeared to be "You tickle me 
and I'll tickle you." The daily sire 
was an out and out gold bug newspaper 
patronized and supported by the gold 
bugs. 
As soon as the News-Dcmo- 


rat issued it espoused the cause of sil- 
ver and became the organ of the Logan 
county Democracy. 


When tho Lincoln Times sold out 


and changed its policy the News-Demo- 
crat found a breaker and following a 
career of eight weeks sought the coin- 
any of the Leader which had a fitful 
life of twelve weeks. 


The consolidation with the Times is 


an ordinary transaction. 
The News 


Democrat will pass out of existence and 
into a state of forgetfulness. 
The pol 


icy of the Times will not be changed or 
materially strengthened by the pur 
chase of the subscription list for it was 
small and limited.

to yawn for experimental publications 
and tho people who pay subscription 
in advance and advertise for charity 
sake will soon conclude to change their 
treatment of such ventures.
